Aphis 
Unusually 
Prevalent 


Owing ;to Warm Winter— 


Thrips in Evidence 


Unusual activity of aphis, with 


considerable showing of thrips, are 
reported this week by Agricultural 
Inspector Robert N. Hutchison of 
the Covina district, with the warn- 
ing to growers that aphis may cause 
a great amount of damage if not 
attended to promptly. 


The aphis is working all over 'the 


trees in some orchards, as well as 
concentrating in the new growth at 
the extreme tops. The damage from 
the curled leaf, due to the sucking 
of the spp from the leaf, interferes 
with the setting of the new crop. 
In fact the aphis works on the bloom 
wood, resulting hi a damage the fol- 
lowing year and next year thru loss 
of fruit. 


If the weather should remain K 


85 or 90 degrees for several days the 
aphis would no longer be a problem, 
as extreme, hot weather is SsAtO. to 
this |>arasite.

?he Jewish labor, coming from all 
aarts of the world, where men and 
women have learned efficient meth- 
)ds, is far superior. The Arab is 
nuch the same in temperament and 
labit as he was in the time of 
Christ, the speaker said. In the or- 
:hards, this orange grower said that 
ic paid about a dollar a day for 
fewish labor, and could hire Arabs 
'or sixty-five cents or less. 


There is constant conflict before 


he officials of the English mandatory 
government between the races, prin- 
cipally because the original Arab 
andowners cannot compete with the 
efficient methods of the new Jewish 
population. People living in the 
newer Jewish villages have good 
houses instead of mud shacks like 
the Arabs, and have adopted many 
of the modern conveniences and 
sanitary methods. 


The orange industry in Palestine 
¥a!lev Citizens 
, 


is not in any sense as modern as in 
the United States, he said. Very 
little machinery is used, even in 
their packinghouses. Each grove, no 
matter how small, has its own hand 
packing plant. There is a general 
cooperative unit that is endeavoring 
to standardize the plants, and in a 
few years modern machinery will 
probably be installed, he said. 


The orange of Palestine is the 


Jaffa orange, and is oval in shape 
rather than round, which presents a 
problem 
in ' installing 
American 


packing machinery. New and special 
machinery must be devised. Most of 
the groves are between five and 
eight years old, and the skin on the 
Jaffa orange grown on young trees 
is quite thick. . As the tree gets 
older the skin becomes thinner. The 
Jaffa is seedless, quite sweet, with a 
fine pulp that is very eatable. Only 
one other orange is grown, which is 
what is known as the natural or- 
ange, a throw-back to the original 
wild stock, and this is small and 
round, full of seeds, and is not ex- 
ported under any brand that iden- 
tifies it to Palestine. It is the aim 
of the Palestine orange growers to 
specialize in one variety of fruit, the 
Jaffa, and to build up its reputation. 


There are about 35,000 acres of 


oranges in Palestine, the season for 
harvesting being from December to 
March. Very little more land that is 
suitable is now available, he said. 
They have plenty of good under- 
ground water, and modern pumping 
systems. A large portion of the 
desert has recently been explored for 
its possible inclusion in the citrus 
business, but the water underlying 
was found to be salty or alkaline.

Winter Season 


By CLAUDE A. COLE 


Meteorologist Azusa-Covina Area 
This winter season was the warm- 


est since the fruit-frost service be- 
gan operating in this district in the 
1922-23 season. Damaging tempera- 
tures were recorded in only a few 
small areas on a few nights, orchard 
heating was resorted to on but three 
nights, and at no time during the 
season was it necessary to issue 
warnings of impending severe cold 
weather. 


There were 31 nights when the 


temperature dropped to 32 degrees 
or lower at one or more stations, 
but only six nights when it reached 
28. This unusual record follows the 
1932-33 season, when there were 60 
nights with temperatures 32 degrees 
or lower, and 26 nights with 28 de- 
grees and lower. 


The 1932-33 season had broken all 


previous records of the past eleven 
years for a large number of nights 
with freezing temperatures, as well 
the number when orchard heating 
was necessary, there being 30 such 
nights last season. Records of fruit- 
frost headquarters at Pomona began 
in the fall of 1917 and show this 
season to be the mildest of the past 
17 years. This fact undoubtedly ap- 
plies to this district as well. 


Lowest temperature recorded at 


any of the official temperature sta- 
tions during the season was 26.8 de- 
grees at station No. 28 on the night 
of Nov. 28-29, Jan. 7-8, and Jan. 8-9. 
Most of this heating was for lemons 
in the North Whittier Heights dis- 
trict.

lowing the arrest of three other sus- 
pects earlier in the evening. 


These men, jailed on suspicion oi 


grand theft, were Stanford Miller 
25, of 960 Mott street; Manuel Softer 
22, of the Fifth and Towne avenue 
hotel, and Joe Reeves, 29, living ai 
another hotel in the same district 
Officers said they caught the trio 
packing 16 sacks of fruit out of the 
orchard at another point. 


Pollouck, according to the depu- 


ties, declared he was an innocen 
victim of the alleged theft ring. The 
man said he was hired from a down- 
town street corner "to help load 
some oranges." He said he did not 
know the fruit was stolen. 


Three of the men involved were 


brought before Judge Durrell in 
Azusa 
Wednesday and 
pleaded 


guilty to theft, and were given sen- 
tences of six months each in the 
county jail.

The reason why taxation is 
misunderstood is because citizens capable of 
mathematical analysis v/ill not take the 
trouble to figure out the facts, and those in- 
capable of such an analysis content them- 
selves with a general kick, arid the kick is 
generally in the wrong direction, or wrong 
place. 


If a taxpayer in Los Angeles county owns 


property upon which he pays taxes amount- 
ing to $100 per year, he can save one dollar 
of that amount if all salaries paid by the 
county are reduced twenty-five per cent. 


If all persons paid wages by the county for 


public work were cut twenty-five per cent, 
it would reduce the salary budget from $80,-

Rate Reduction 


Announced 


A substantial voluntary reduction 


in a domestic rate classification of 
the Southern California Edison com- 
pany, Ltd.. effecting a saving of ap- 
proxirp-tely $40,000 a year to con- 
sumers who use both an electric 
water heater and an electric range, 
and malting this service available at 
low cost to thousands of other con- 
sumers, was announced here today 


by R. C. Hanna, manager of the 
company's Covina district. 


The new schedule, just approved 


by the California railroad commis- 
sion as a promotional rate, offers the 
company's thousands 
of 
electric 


range users the immediate opportun- 
ity to further electrify their homes 
by the addition of the new and mod- 
ern electric water heaters to be 
operated on a sliding scale com- 
bination cost that brings the charge 
for cooking and water heating to a 
new minimum figure. The new rate 
becomes effective today. 


The application of the new rate 


will mean, according to Mr. Hanna, 
that the normal range user who now 
uses or who installs an electric water 


heater, will receive electric energy 
for water heating at one cent per 
kilowatt hour, or exactly half the 
previous charge. Technically, the 
new schedule becomes effective, in 
the residence of a range and water 
heater user, with the use of all do- 
mestic purposes of 225 kilowatt 
hours or more per month. 


Increased interest on the part of 


Edison customers in electric water 
heating prompted the company in its 
application for the revised rate, the 
manager said. Increased use of do- 
mestic electricity enables the com- 
pany to continue its policy of reduc- 
ing the cost of service where the 
demand shows growth. 


This stimulated interest in elec- 


trical equipment for the home, ap- 
parent in all section of the Edison 
territory tlu-uotit southern and cen- 
tral California, already is putting the 
company's average annual domestic 
kilowatt-hour consumption figure on 
the upgrade again. The average for 
the past year was 681 kilowatt-hours, 
approximately six per cent below the 
average for the previous year. The 
present upward trend has been co- 
incident with the company's enlarged 
program of sales cooperation with 
electrical dealers and manufacturers 
and its greatly augmented newspa- 
per advertising campaigns.

Modern Trends 
LOCALS f 


by Dr. Woellner' 


"Anything that is worthy of the 


good life should be included in the 
schools," stated Dr. Frederick P 
Woellner in the Monday evening 
forum held at the Covina evening 
high school. Dr. Woellner is from 
the school of education at U. C. L. A. 


Talking on the topic, "The Kind 


of Child Modem Education Is Plan- 
ning to Develop," Dr. Woellner out- 
lined under five headings the de- 
sirable characteristics which a well- 
developed product of the schools 
should have. Such a pupil should 
be active, many sided, proposive, di- 
versified, and happy. 


Adequate amounts of sleep, proper 


food, and a healthy interest in what 
he is doing will guarantee, for any 
pupil, success to the limit of his 
capacity. Those pupils whom the 
school regards as failures are most 
frequently bored with school activi- 
ties. It is the duty of the school to 
put the pupil in contact with, that 
which interests him. 


"In the schools where much is 


taught the fundamentals are acquir- 
ed." Thus did Dr. Woellner answer 
the frequent criticism of the mod- 
ern school, which states that the 
three R's are not taught as they 
were in the early schools. In sup- 
port 
of this he mentioned the 


Springfield experiment in which 
modern pupils were given an ex- 
amination that was taken by a group 
of pupils in the early schools of 
Springfield, Massachusetts. 


Dr. Woellner illustrated a part of 


his philosophy of education in the 
manner in which he conducted the 
lecture. He believes that a vital part 
of a happy life is humor. His lec- 
ture was punctuated periodically 
with humorous remarks, to which 
the audience responded enthusiasti- 
cally. Between these humorous in- 
cidents he became very serious in 
his remarks on the realities of edu- 
cation and life. 


CHIEF DAVIS ON "CRIME"

Monday evening, March 26, is to be 
Chief James E. Davis of the Los 
Angeles city police department. His 
topic is entitled "Crime." 


Chief Davis has risen from the 


ranks of patrolman to the chieftain- 
ship of the police department. He 
has been particularly interested in 
marksmanship, and in addition to 
being an expert pistol marksman 
himself, has developed a police pistol 
team which has won national •cham- 
pionships by its shooting.
